charged with the murder of Dr. Roswe'l 
W. Sflaw, of Macon, in Ihe drug store of 
Sprague & Spooner, at 131uu Mound, in 
this county, ou the evening of Friday, 
Nov, 11, 1331, came up for a hearing, the 
object of the counsel ior the defense be- 
ing to eeccre the releuee of the prisoner 
from custody on bail. The People are 
represented by State's Attorney Johns, 
assisted by Judge Anthony Thornton, and 
the prisoner by Crea & Ewing, I. A. 
Buckingham and A. G Harris. 


THE TESTIMONY. 


The first nitness called to testily OD behalf 


of the defense was Samuel Betz, of Blue 
Mound, who stated that one one occasion be 
heard Dr. Shaw say that he felt like shooting 
Ward on eight for slandering his daughter.and 
afterward* the doctor MUd he would give Ward 
a sound thrashing should he ever meet bin 
again. After leaving Blue Mound Dr. Sbaw 
aslted Bets to telegraph him *t Maoon U Ward 
ebcnild return home. - The' telegram waa sent 
to 8bttr bv Deli when Ward appeared at tbe 


Mound. A copy of the telegram was produced 
in court. It reads as follows: "Come and pet 
your bird; ho is beie." WiLocss believed that 
Shaw desired to place ,Wa.rd under arrest. 
Joseph Miller, tho proprietor of a general 
store at Blue Mound, inwtijso store Ward at 
one time hail been a salesman, tcitlflod that 
Dr. £bew cnme into his dwelling house one 
night nft' r Ward bad skipped out,and during 
the conversation which ensued Ward threat- 
ened to shoot Ward. Tho witness bad receiv- 
ed a letter from Shaw's daughter directed to 
Ward, and he had opened It. J. W, Morris, a 
barber at Bine Mound, and a special friend of 
the prisoner, testified that Ward left the vil- 
lage about Oct. 1st, last, and witness corre- 
sponded wltb him while he wan nt Wade worth, 
Ohio. At Ward's request the witness met him 
In Decatur on Wednesday evening, Nov. 9th, 
and both went to Blue Mound together on 
Thursday, the prisoner getting off the train on 
the side opposite the depot platform, because 
he did not wish to be aeen by E. T. Sbaw, the 
doctor's son. Witness bad told Word that 
there waa a report in circulation that both Dr. 
Shaw and E. T. Sbaw had threatened to kill 
him. Tbc next wltneea examined was J. D. 
Carroll, the nlpbt operator at Blue Mound, 
who testified that be was the person who had 
sent the telegram to Dr, Shaw on the evening 
o( Nov. 10th, upon order of Mr. Betz. The tel- 
egram in court he identified as a copy of the 
original. 


TESTIMONY OF THE ONLY IYE-W1TNEBS. 


John C. Sprague, senior member of the drug 


Drm of Sprague & Spooner, and the only eye- 
witness of tho shooting, testified: 1 remem- 
ber about tho shooting of Dr. Shaw at Blue 
Mound, in the drug store on tho evening of 
Prlnay, Nov. 11,1881. The lamps in the room, 
which Is 63 feet in length, fronting west, were 
lighted. [Here followed a careful description 
from a diagram by the witness of the coun- 
ter, the doors, and various articles in the 
room] I w«i3 sitting near the stove in the 
room alone wbeu Ward entered. Ho walked 
up to where I was sitting onl called for a bot* 
tie of Brown's expeoloiant. I went behind 
one of tbc counters to get the medicine and 
and gnvc U to him. Ward put down a $5 bill 
lo pa> for the purchase, and said, "I'll take a 
cigar." I then went from near the prescrip- 
tion cose to the cigar case on tho north coun- 
ter. 
There were no cigars of the brand that 


Ward had been In tho habit of smoklog in the 
box on Ihc shelf behind the counter, and I 
went to the case to get a cigar for him. fie 
wns standing outside tho connteropposite me. 
I bad raised the lid of the caso, and Ward w.>s 
In tho act of taking ft cigar, when the front 
door opened and a man entered. I saw it was 
Dr. Shaw. He bad on Jan overcoat and over 
that a rubber hood and a cope. J Instantly 
dropped everything and walked towards Dr. 
Slmw. Tbc reason I did so was because 1 hod 
beard a man say that Sbaw had said that if be 
ever met Ward one or the olher would be n 
dead man. I stood about six feet from the 
west end of the counter nnd Dr. Shaw was be- 
tween the two counters 12 or 15 feet cast of 
tho front door when tbo first shot was fired. 
When Dr Shaw entered ho threw bis cape 
back over his arm. A moment after he en- 
tered 1 heard a pistol shot fired and saw the 
flash near where Sbaw stood 
The moment 


that 1 saw tho flash I turned to war 1 where I 
had left Ward, but he was then at tbe east 
end of tbe room trying to get out of a side 
door, whloh was very hard to open on account 
of the rain which bad swollen It. 1 tben went 
behind tbo counter and tbe next thing I ob- 
served I saw Sbaw following Ward, the latter 
going behind the counter. 
Tho next thing 


that took place 1 tried to shove Ware] behind 
a large show case nearly eoven feet high, but 
Sbav and Ward met at tbe low show caso and 
I saw tbe two mon clinking pistols together 
In a struggle.

On Tuesday afternoon at t;30 o'clock the 


bearing of testimony by Judge Smith In the 
Wv4habeat cot-put case was resumed. Judge 
Thornton continuing the cron-examloAUon of 
'J. 0. Sprague which was suspended on' Mon- 
day evening. William Toweoo, a saletnuui In 


Washburn's store at Maoon, testified that he 
bad sold Dr. Show in October last the pistol 
with which tbe deceased had fired at Ward, 
and identified the pletol then ID court as the 
same weapon. Pnlll'p Chappell. a carpenter 
by trade, got the pieces of, wood out of the 
celling of Spragu3 & Spoancr's drug store OD 
Tuesday forenoon, and described their loca- 
tion wlib icfcrenco to tbe spot where Ibe 
sbooilog was done. The two bullets— each 32 
calibre—were also exhibited, both being in a 
battered state, having gone through the Inch 
celling and lodged In the flooring above. Sub- 
sequently these bullets were placed In a scale 
and weighed. Judge Smith held the scale and 
observed that each bullet was about tbe same 
weight 
Then one of the 82-calibre bullets 


was taken off tbe. balance, and Mr. Crea put 
one of the 33-callbre bullets token out of tbe 
revolver used by Ward on tbe scale, and that 
side of tbe balance went down quickly. Dr, 
Waldron, of Blue Mound, who made tbe post 
mortem examination of Dr. Shaw, testified as 
to tbo fatal character'of tbe wound and de- 
scribed tho course of tbe ball. Ho did not find 
n pistol on Sbaw, but afterwards saw It In pos- 
session ot E. T. Sbaw, from whom be obtained 
It. Two of tbo chambers were empty. 
Ben- 


jamin Cross, a grocer at Blue Mound, testified 
that ou tbe night of the shooting be noticed 
two mon stop in front of Spragne & Spoonor's 
store. Ho saw one of tbe men go In, and a 
few momects afterward bo beard two shots 
fired, tbo last one being louder than tbe first. 
H.Mueller, the gunsmith, of this Jcity. was 
put on the stand to testify as an expert In tbo 
use of firearms. 


WARD'S STATEMENT IN FULL. 


James Tobey Ward, the young man who shot 


Dr. Shaw, was sworn. He appeared cairn and 
collected and told a straightforward slorv 
without displaying any disposition to screen 
himself In any manner* Ho testified about as 
follows: I know Dr. Shaw for about two 
years before bis death. I am past 23 years of 
ago, nad have lived at Blue Mound, in this 
county, during the past six years. Saw Dr. 
Shaw on tbe evening of Nov. 1Kb. 
I was In 


Sprague & Spooner's drug store when bo en- 
tered; was there about 5 minutes before he 
came In. I found J.C. Spraguo sitting near 
the stove In tbe store when 1 went in. He 
epoko to me and 1 walked towards him. I 
bought a bottle of expectorantfrom him. Ho 
drew the cork at my request, and 1 g&\ c him 
a 83 bill. I told him after 1 had received tbe 
bottle that I wanted a cigar, and he went be- 
hind Ihe nortb counter to get it for me. I 
han-Jed Sprague a box of the "Lucky" brand 
o: cigars off tho large show caso and he was 
in the act of opening- It with some sort of a 
knife when the front door opened and Dr. 
Shaw come in. Sprague and I were standing 
ncur tbe low sLow case at this tlmo ond Mr. 
Sprngue cither had the box in bis bands or on 
tbe counter. Tho opening of tbe door at- 
tracted my attention In that direction. Dr. 
Sbaw came In rapidly. Did not see anything 
in his bands when be fired. He kept on com- 
ing toward me. Ho bad both hands before 
him when bo fired, I was looking at him woon 
bo fired at me. I ran to a side door, and pull- 
ed out my revolver, which I carried In my hip 
pocket, as I ran. I couldn't get out of the 
side door. I thought it was locked. I tben 
turned arid ran towards the west end of the 
store behind the north counter and hoped to 
get out of tbe front door. Dr. Shaw followed 
mp ond we mot al the small case, Ion tbe In- 
side and the doctor on tbo oulsldo of tbe coun- 
ter. Sbaw was In tbe act or shooting at me 
when I fired. I was very much excited—never 
more so In alt my life. Shan's pistol was not 
more Ih ,11 two feel from me when 1 fired. 
We were west of tbe tall show case about a 
foot when 1 Bred. Cannot toll which of us 
was nearest tbe front door at tbe time. After 
firing tbc shot I ran out of tho frontdoor. As 
1 reached tbe door 1 met tbo doctor's son, E. 
T.Shaw. I raised my revolver and be step.- 
ped aside. I went on out into tho street. Just 
ae Dr. Shaw rushed In, Sprague ran toward 
biro, raised up his hands and called out "Doc- 
tor! doctor!" J started for the side door 
when Shaw fired. 1 ran as quickly as possible, 
because I didn't want to got shot. I wanted 
to get away. I only beard two shots fired; I 
didn't hoar the doctor's pistol go off irbcn 
mine did. Don't remember whether tbore was 
a struggle across tbe counter al tbe time I 
fired or cot—It was done so quick—In an in- 
stant. Had heard before coming home of tbe 
threats that bad been made by tho doctor 
against my life—that ho Would shoot me on 
sight. A. W. Morris told me so. f received a 
lottcr which contained sucb information. Had 
beard a'mut tbcso threats about two weeks 
before Nov. llth, the night of tlic shooting. 
Morris told mo on Wednesday or Thursday 
before tbe lltb, and Mr. House aiso told me 
that the doctor bud threatened to kill me. 
Don't remembcrany one else telling me of tbc 
threats. Think my mother told mo of similar 
threats. 1 had been anay from Blue Mound 
about 4 01 o weeks. I arrived homo on the 
4:11 p. in. train on Thursday, Nov. 10th. Be- 
fore uriiving at tbo Mouml I heard of tbc 
threats. Cn arriving home on the train I got 
off at the renr end, oppo-iite the depot, nnd 
went to my father's house. I didn't want to 
meet either the doctor or his son, having also 
heard that the latter had made threats against 
me. 1 got off tbe train U or 15 steps from the 
usual place of alighting. E. T. Sbaw was 
ngent and operator at tbo depot for the Wa- 
basb company, fiy getting oft tbe tram the 
way 1 did, 1 got partway up 
town before 


the train pulled out, thus escaping obsciva- 
tion by any one on tbe depot platform Morris 
told me that same evening of the telegram 
that had been sent to Shaw. He told me the 
contents. I remained at homo' that evening 
nnd went to bed at about 9 o'clock. Morris, 
Powlesond others talked wltb me about Shaw 
aud they ad\ iecd me to go away. They said 
the doctor would be over after me, but they 
didn't sny what he would do. Powlcs said he 
wculd go away if be wcie me. I first made up 
my mind to go away, and got my overcoat,but 
I thought things would be just the same-

decided not to leave. I mode arrangements 
witbPowlcstogoto Macon on Friday to nee 
Miss Sbaw, and 1 was logo tothe^chool house. 
I sal J I would marry Miss Sbaw to convince 
the peoDlcl was straight and put an end to 
tbe trouble I said this on Thursday evening, 
Nov. 
lOtb. It rained hard all day Friday, and 


I remained in Blue Mound. I got supper on 
the evening of Nov. lltb, and went down to 
the drug store to get tbe medicine. I came to 
Decatur on Saturday, Nov. 12tb; went straight 
to tho sheriff's offlce and gave myself up to 
the custody of Deputy Sheriff Mauzy. I-bave 
been In jail ever since. 
Tbc prisoner b«re 


Identified the revolver (a 3S-ca:ibre>' he used 
In shooting Shaw and continued: There was 
but one chamber empty when I give tbe re- 
volver to Mr. Palmer. 1 fired only one ibot In 
the drug store. Did not reload any of the cham- 
bers that night. Tbe revolver was In- tbe 
same condition •hen 4eMvered to Manzr. Af- 
ter tbe shooting tbat evening I went 2£ mllei 


In tbe country and stopped at Mr. Bower*' 
house. I asked Bowers to oome to Decatur 
with me on Saturday but be objected. He 
thought It would bo better for him to goto 
the Mound and got Constable Sblok to go 
with me. I objected to tbat and tben Bowen 
went and got Mr. Palmer, and he came to De- 
catur with me. We first started on horseback 
to go to Nlantlo, Intending to oome from there 
on tbe passenger train, but we finally con- 
cluded to ride to Deoatur, and we did lo. I 
told Bowers and Palmer what I had done and 
related all the circumstances. I went to Bow- 
ers' house because I didn't know what woulrt 
happen. When I ran Into the street from the 
drug store I went through a lumber yard, ac 
the same time thinking .where I would go. I 
then started off for Luke MoKlnney'i house, 5 
miles distant. Ou tbe way I waded around Iu 
water and finally came to Bowen' house, I 
did not know ibat Dr. Shaw was dead until! 
was told so In jail by Mr. Mauzy, 1 ihotat 
Dr. Shaw because I thought "It was my only 
show for my life; or 1 would get killed my- 
self." I got my rcvo:ver In Deoatur on the 
evening of Nov. 9tb. Have owned several 
pistols during my life but was not In the habit 
of carrying weapons. Got Iho pistol became 
I feared I would be attacked, l got It after I 
beard of tbo threats that bad been made 
against my life. 1 had not soen Shaw before 
bo entered the drug (tore that evening. 


Coroner Dlnneen, who held tbe formal In- 


quest on the body of Shaw on Sunday, Nov. 
13, testified tbat bo bad been handed the bul- 
let taken out of bis body, and Deputy Sheriff 
Mauzy related the circumstance of Ward com 
Ing to the Sheriff's office on Nov. litb, and giv- 
ing hi mselt up. 


No further testimony was offered. 


WARD DISCBABOED. 


His honor. Judge Smith, who had been an 
attentive listener during tbe bearing, tben 
briefly reviewed tho testimony. 
He (poke of 


tbe shooting In words of tender sympathy for 
tbo relatives of tbe deceased and (aid that It 
was evident tbat some grievous; wrong bait 
been done Dr. Sbaw, and tbat there Is some- 
thing of a very eortoue nature behind tho 
shooting, but Dr. Shaw could not bo justified 
ID bis attempt to right his own w rongs by tir- 
ing at Ward, The testimony, be fold, showed 
conclusively that Sbaw had made threats 
against the life of Ward, and that be entered 
the drug store to do Ward bodily harm. Ward 
tried to escape, and Ward's deed was justified 
because bo shot down his pursuer In self de- 
fense. After a few more remarks In the gama 
strain, .Tu<1ge Smith discharged Ward from 
further custody, and tho young man left tbo 
court room In company with bis friends who 
gathered abontblui and offered tholr congrat- 
ulations.

A NEW DEHOCB1TIC FK1MCIPLE.

Since Senator Voorhees announced 


at Atlanta bis important discovery that 
the Democratic party was not a free 
trade organization, and that no Demo 
oratio national platform previous to the 
last one oonUined the words "a tariff 
for revenue onlj," ibere has been an 
added contusion among the Democracy 
as to what the principles consist ot. 
Mr. Hcndrioks, a month or so ago, «x 
pressed the ojmion tbut ibe tariff ought 
to he taken out of polling • Just whsre 
it would go if it were take.i out, he did 
not inform us. Gen. Hanootk sagely 
denoii mated it a local issue, it will be 
remembered. It is said that more than 
ball the Democratic press of Indiana 
havo followed Yoorbees in his protec- 
tionist departure. It would not be sur- 
prising to find a plank in the next Dem- 
ocratic platform full; indorsing the pro- 
tectionist principle. 
It would be a 


characteristic move for which there are 
plenty of precedents. 


ID the yearsdnriog the war the Dem- 


ocrats took great pride in their financial 
honesty. 
Greenbacks were a horror 


and an abomination to them. 
'The 


money that clinks" was the musical 
phrase that fell from the lips ol their 
orators. There was a deficiency of that 
kind of money, and more of some kind 
appeared to be of such pressing neoesi- 
ty that the fate of the war wai thought 
to depend upon its creation. 
Whether 


this was strictly true, in the light of 
subsequent erects, ia open to doubt. 
It might have been better in the long 
run if we had made a harder struggle 
than we did to cling to a specie basis. 
But after the irredeemable paper money 
was issued, after, in fact, the causes 
which led to its emission had passed 
away, and it became desirable and prac- 
ticable to return to a sound basis, the 
Democrats, as a party, ceased to talk 
about the "money that clinks." 
There 


were a few isolated individuals here and 
there who muttered something oosasion- 
ally about the party being a hard money 
institution, bat the mass of the organi- 
zation repudiated the whole theory of 
gold and silver. They wanted green- 
backs to bo used for everything, even 
at the expense of violating the public 
faith. 
They demanded that it should 


be used to pay interest on the public 
debt, be received for cuttom duties, and 
applied to the reduction of the princi- 
pal of the bonds. What a comprehen- 
sive flop was here exhibited, and all 
within a few years ! Eventually it ap- 
peared that tbis attitude was not profit- 
able, and then were beard in the air 
some old-time remarks about the only 
original hard money party. The expe- 
riences of Democrats have been so nu- 
merous that they have ojly to refer to 
certain years to prove themselves the 
champions of anything they want to. 


They have been principally occupied 


in receding from their own positions 
and taking up those which the Republi- 
cans have worn smooth.

Dccatur has a good many things of 


rhioh its citizens are justly proud, but 
here is DO institution in the city which 
njoys suoh general popalarity among 


11 classes of our people as the Free 
oblio Library. 
Every man, woman 


nd child within our borders is its 
riend, if not its patron, and the great 
ood which it has accomplished in cut- 
vating a love for reading is acknowl- 
dged by all. Its history is familiar to 
ic public, and the struggles rbioh 


marked the earlier period of its exist- 
noe only served to insure its popularity, 
inoc it was taken in charge by the city 
ouncil, under the provision of the state 
aw relating to the organization and 
aintenaoce of public libraries, the 
eneral public has scarcely taken a 
lought as to the manner in which its 
urrcnt expenses are met, so light has 
;en the burden. 
But the time has at last arrived 
ben it becomes an imperative neces- 
ily to take some steps toward supply- 
ng tbe losses which age and wear have 
ntailed. -The amount of money that 
an be raised by taxation for the sup- 
sort of the library is limited by law, 
nd is only sufficient in amount to meet 
he current expenses and leave a small 
urplns for the purchase of new books, 


books turned over to the city by 


he managers of the Ladies' Library 
Association in 1875 have seen so much 
ervice that they are about worn out, 
nd the new purchases have not been 
ufficieot to replenish the losses that 
iave been unavoidable. Tbe nominal 
.umber of books in circulation is 3SOO, 
ut of these at least 1000 are not read, 
"he registered ticket holders number 
early 4000, so that it is not possible 
or all to be in possession of books at 
he same time, and the empty shelves 
loquently plead the necessity of prompt 
ction of some sort towards replenish- 
ng the stock. The difference between 
lie supply and 'the demand—unless 
measures are speedily adopted to pro- 
uro new books—will grow and increase 
with startling rapidity, and the institu- 
tion must eventually be closed. 
This 


is not a pleasing contingency to con- 
template, but it is true, nevertheless, 
and it i? well that the truth should be 
known. 


As we have before stated, the board 


of directors casnot supply the needed 
books out of the money raised by taxa- 
tion—that is, the board cannot supply 
the quantity demanded. 
The generos- 


ity o! the people of Dccatur, which has 
never been appealed to in vain, must 
furnish the needed aid, and there never 
was a more opportune time to make the 
effort than now. Not long before the 
death ol the late librarian, Richard L. 
Evana, a number of the friends of the 
library hod signified a desire that some- 
thing be done' towards this laudable 
purpose, and that devoted official whose 
demise is so generally mourned war, 
deeply impressed with its practicability. 
He was ready to devote to the enter- 
prise his great energy and ability, and 
had he not been sc suddenly called

railways of Great Britaia for carryin 
freight and passengers over the 19,00 
miles of English railways exceed tb 
total earnings of the American rai 
ways, which extend upward of 90,00 
miles. In 1879 the total receipts o 
the railways of the United Kingdom 
for freight and passengers weje £59, 
395,882, as given by Whittakcr's Al 
manao, a standard English statistics 
publication, while for 1876 they wer 
£62,215,775, as given by the Eooynlo 
pedia Britanica. The gross earnings o 
the American railroads for 1879 wer 
$529,012,999, or two fifths more tha 
the British earnings from freight an 
passengers for the samo year. 
Whil 


tbe rates for transportation per ton pe 
mile for freight aie probably about, fou 
limes as high on tbe English roads a 
on the American, owing to the low pric 
of rails with which our English cousin 
are favored, we oannot believe tba 
they have made any such advance in 
annnal earnings within two years • 
would bring their total earnings u| 
from $300,000,000 to upward of $600, 
000,000, which advance they wouk 
have to make to exceed the total earn 
ings of tbe American railways.

Mr. Poor, in bis Railway Manual fo 
1880, computes that bad the rates am 
fare which prevailed in 1873 been con 
tinued until 1879, the earning* o: 
American roads, instead of being $529, 
012,999, would have reached $922, 
475,352. The rates have continued to 
decline at a similar rate since 1879 
Now, if our free-trade friends can suc- 
ceed in proving, as they claim, that 
while American freights and fares have 
thus been made more generous, English 
rates have so stiffened up that the 
earnings of the railways have doubled 
in two years, notwithstanding their low 
price of rails, then would it not be bet- 
ter in the interest ot oheap freights 
and fares in England to raise the price 
of English rails about twenty-6ve 
thirty dollars per ton. If it is English 
oheap rails that make English high 
Teights, and American dear rails that 
make American low freights, it would 
seem as though the short route to low 
reights in both countries would be to 
mrn up tbe English rail mills and let 
be United States supply steel rails for 
>oth countries.—Inter Ocean.

The following Is Professor Vonnor's 


wtatbsr report for December, 1881 : 


1, 2, 3. 
Storing or indications of 


storms in Atlantic, and cold, blastrj 
weather at New York, Boston and other 
•eaboard cities; snowfalls in tbe middle 
and oortbern states and Canada; very 
cold weather west. Probably a brief 
mild term. 


7 to 11. Q«n«rally very cold weather, 


probably commenciDg and ending with 
snowfalls in northern, middle and west- 
ern sections, and bleak and stormy 
weather south. 


13 and 14. Probably milder in all 


section* with rains south and west to a 
limited extent. 


14 to 20. Very cold and blustering 


period with snowfalls where these were 
experienced in 187G and 1880, tbe 19th 
and 20th probably being tbe days most 
marked in this respect; intense cold in 
Canada and the New England states. 


"5. Christmas has a cold and stormy 


period, both before and after it, but tbe 
day itself may just escape. 


26 to 3'. Atler the 26th I see noth- 


ing but cold, snow and bluster to the 
close of tbe year for Canada and much 
of tbe United States west and south, the 
month probably resembling, in many 
respects, the Decembers of 1876 and 
1880. 
As to the intensity or degree of 


these snowfalls, I have no definite indi- 
cations, but am strongly impressed in 
the direction of low temperature for the 
forepart ol tbe approaching winter sea- 
son. But January will have its "thaw" 
this lime, and probably a very marked 
one.

as a Witness. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 6.— 


Upon the opening of court this morn- 
ing'Guiteau announced that he ba< 
prepared an order for the attendance o 
tbe witnesses he suggested Saturday 
and would desire tbe court to sign it a 
once. The order was handed to Judge 
Cox. 


Charles B. Farwell, member of Con 


gress from Chicago, took the stand 
Be was questioned upon the state ol 
feeling between tbe factions of the Re 
publican part; just previous to the 
shooting ot President Garfleld. 


Judge Porter objected to taking up 


the time ol the court by this kind o:" 
evidence. 


Witness was questioned as to bis 


acquaintance with tbe prisoner. 
The 


prisoner called upon him (witness) at 
his office in Chicago, and showing some 
newspaper slips, said be was about to 
purohise tbe Inter Ooean, and told wit- 
ness tbat if he would loan him $200,- 
000 he would make him (witness) Free 
ident of the United States. 


Guiteau 
(emphatically) 
"That is 


false. 
I never made any such proposi 


tion. I asked him to put some money 
in the enterprise, but be said be hac 
already put 910,000 in the/nfcr Ocean 
and would not put in-any more." 


Witness again saw the prisoner in 


this city in March last. 
The prisoner 


bad a recommendation for the Paris 
consulship, and wanted him to sign it. 
Witness never thought the prisoner a 
sane man. 


Upon cross examination, witness was 


asked if, in tbe conversation mentioned, 
be had acy opportunity to form an 
opinion whether the prisoner was able 
to distinguish between right and wrong. 


Scoville objected to the question and 


argued at great length in support ol 
his objection. 


Guitcau continually broke in and in 


sistcd the question had no bearing on 
the case; that his mind all through 
was blank on tbe question of right and 
wrong, that he was impelled by an in 
spiration which he could not resist. 


Judge Cox ruled that the question 


could be entertained, and it was again 
pot. 


Witness thought there were grades 


of insanity, and did not think the pris- 
oner so insane bat that he could dis- 
tinguish between right a ad wrong. 


Sooville desired to note the excep 


tton. 


Guiteau again broke in excitedly. "1

will put a stop to all this irrelevant 
nonsense. I acted from inspiration." 


Judge Cox—Well, (hat will do, 


prisoner. Yon have said that a great 
many times, and you must not interrupt 
tho court again.

A telegram states that a suit was com- 


menced In tbe United States court at 
Springfleld on Saturday last by F. W. 
Burnett, of tbat city, as attorney for Her- 
man Bauer, of St. Louis, against the 
Marshal and ''he President and Board of 
Trustees of the Village of TaylorvUle. 
Christian county, whica Is intended lo 
test some very interesting and important 
questions growing out of the use of din- 
ing cars on tbe Wabash railway. This 
company, an is well known, has lately 
supplied its trains with dining cars fur- 
nished with all the luxuries usually found 
in a first class hotel, including tbe best 
brands of wine amd brer. Tbe Chicago 
and St. Louis trains run through Taylor- 
ville, which is a no-license town, and 
contains a number of temperance advo- 
cates so ealous that they are not willing 
that passengers traveling through their 
village at the rate of 30 miles an hour 
shall obtain anything to drink on the 
trains. On Nov. 15tb, tbe village Mar 
sbal, acting under instructions from the 
Town Board, entered the dining car 
while tbe train was at the depot, and 
purchased a bottle of beer from the con- 
ductor, who supposed bim to be a pas- 
senger 
The Marshal immediately ar- 


rested the conductor without a warrant, 
took bim from his car and train, brought 
him before a magistrate by whom he 
was fined |40 for violating tbe village 
ordinance against keeping open ad ran, 
shop 
Upon settling the flne the conduc- 


tor was immediately rearrestcd for vio- 
lating Iho state law, and held to await 
the finding of the grand jury, which has 
since found aa indictment against him 
containing numerous counts.
